It can introduce educators fi-om many 
disciplines to the vales and prindplts of heritage education and C9n direct them to the various kinds of 
programs and educational materials a^'ailahls. The Guide is also a valuable statistical research tool for 
organizations, such as the National Trust, for strengthening heritage education programs. 

Infwmation for the Guide was odlected on a standardized data gathering form which is 
attached to this Guide. Contributors were able to self select among many options. The information is 
entered into a database that can be routinely updated for reports such as this Guide. 

This edition of the Guide will be evaluated and updated by the National Trust throughout 1990. 
We hope to publish a refined edition of the guide in 1991 and distribute it at a minimal cost. We would 
appreciate receiving comments and suggestions for improvement and corrections of information in this 
edition.
